Evidence that he took a shorthand note of 
a twenty-six minutes’ broadcast, announced 
as being from an illegal organisation, 
speaking ‘‘ on a wave-length of 21.4 metres,”

The four accused men—James Byrne, solici- 
tor, Ashgrove House, Rathmines, Dublin; 
John Plunkett, Elgin road, Ballsbridge, Dub- 
lin; John’ McNella and Seamus Mongen (a 
teacher), both of whose addresses were not 
stated, were sent in custody, for trial before 
the Special Tribunal. i 

They were charged with having had in 
their possession on December 29 last, at Ash- 
grove House, a wireless transmitting ap- 

ratus not covered by a permit from the 

hief Telegraph Censor. 

Other charges accuse them of being mem- 
bers of an unlawful organisation; being mem- 
bers of an armed force not authorised by the 
Constitution, having usurped, or attempted to 
conspire to usurp, a function of government 
by setting up or taking part in a body of 
persons purporting to be a Government. 

Yesterday a detective gave evidence of 
seeing a transmitting set, a receiving set and 
a microphone in the back drawin m of 
Ashgrove House on December 29. e four 
accused men were present in the room. 

An employé of a city furniture removing 
firm said that in January, 1935, on the in- 
structions of Seamus Byrne his firm took fur- 
niture from Drumsna, Leitrim, to the firm’s 
stores at Harmony row, Dublin. The furni- 
ture was kept in store until last year, and on 
October 30 last, on the order of Byrne, it was 
removed to Ashgrove House. 

Detective officers gave evidence of having 
been present at Ashgrove House on December 
29 last when the four accused men were 
arrested and the transmitting set taken. 

A detective officer stated that when he 
entered a room in Ashgrove House he saw 
Seamus Mongen sitting at the fireplace. In 
front of him on a small table was a micro- 
phone. Standing at the fireplace were two 
men, whom he now knew to be Byrne and 
McNella, and sitting on a chair near a wire- 
less set was Plunkett. 

is concluded the evidence, and on the 
application of Mr. Maguire the accused were 
returned for trial in custody to the Special 
Tribunal. 

A charge of failing or refusing to give an 
account of their movements during a specified 
time was dismissed, no evidence having been 
offered. 

At the conclusion of the case a sister of 
Plunkett applied to Mr. Lennon to have keys, 
which had been taken from her brother, ré.
